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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments filed on 12/19/2006 are 
fully considered but are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that "Chang does not teach the formation of a library file from the web page source". In reply, the limitation of "formed 
into a library file" is broad language and fails to distinguish itself from 'formed into an index file' which is what is taught by Chang. 
Applicants asserts that applicants specification states that "a file is utilized so that the user terminal is enabled to handle a web page as a 
local file". However, this is not mentioned in the claims and is not needed to be demonstrated by Chang because although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant agues that Jilk "does not disclose that a plurality of users are requesting web pages" and "does not disclose the generation of a 
web page acquisition list that comprises non-overlapping requests from a plurality of user terminals". In reply, Applicants claim language 
regarding non-overlapping requests is broad. Firstly, Applicant is directed to column 8 lines 53-55. and column 15 lines 30-38 of Jilk, 
where Jilk discloses multiple browsers and multiple users who submit URL requests. Secondly, Jilk further discloses that the URL 
requests are inserted into a request queue which is equivalent to applicants acquisition list. Each entry in the URL request queue 
corresponds to a single URL request (see column 13 lines 40-65). Therefore each entry in the queue are non-overlapping requests. 
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
